London, March 21—About the only 


news from Africa comes from Warren- 
ton north of Kimberley that there was 
desultory fighting all day Sunday, re- 
sulting in the retreat of the Boers to- 
wards Christiana under shell fire. 


Nothing new comes from Colonel 


Plumer, and Mafeking, apparently, still 
awaits relief. 


The Pretoria account of the skirmish 


at Fourteen Streams March 16, says 
the Boer command was preparing to 
destroy the railroad bridge and the en- 
gagement lasted half an hour with the 
result that one bugler was slightly 
wounded. 


The same despatch announces the 


arrival at the Transvaal capital of 
General Schalkburger from Natal. 


The second edition of the Times, to- 


day publishes a dispatch from Bloem- 
fontein dated Monday, March 19, which 
says: "The blowing up of the bridges 
by the Boers is an evident sign that 
the Transvaalers 
intend to abandon 


their defence in the Free State." 


All is quiet in the south aryl west. 
A corps of young Boers from tlie

Colonial Office 
Cable Proclamation 


Bearing on Destruction of Properly 
While there is an unavoidably long 


lull in the military operations the po- 
litical surroundings of the war show in- 
teresting developments. The colonial 
office has telegraphed to Cape Town the 
text of the proclamation concerning the 
destruction of property. This will not 
be published in Condon until after its 
promulgation in South Africa; but it is 
known that it will convey an intimation 
that any wanton destruction of British 
property during the war will be regarded' 
as warranting a claim for compensation 
and as justifying a levy upon private 


i property, should the resources of the 


Transvaal republic prove inadequate. 


The fact that the proclamation is is- 


sued by the colonial office is regarded as 
a significant indication that the repub- 
lics will be administered as crown col- 
onies. In this connection it is under- 
stood that the leaders of the opposition' 
in parliament now admit that no other 
settlement is possible, since the republics 
insist upon their damand for absolute in- 
dependence. In view of this the efforts 
of the Liberals will b?, confined to secur- 
ing in the settlement <ehe best treatment 
for the Dutch population, including se- 
curity against their disfranchisement. 


It is becoming legarded as quite a 


settled matter that, should the war be 
ended, as is nowrhoped, before June, the 
government will dissolve parliament and 
appeal to the country on the basis of a 
Euccessful South African policy. Should 
the war drag on, dissolution will be 
postponed until next spring. In any 
event one of the foremost planks of the 
government platform will be army re- 
organization. 


There is no further information as to 


the movements of Sir Alfred Milner. It 
is regrrded ss certain, however, that he 
has gone to Bloemfoutein to arrange for 
the temporary administration 
of the 


Free State. 


Mr. Steyn's reply to Lord Roberts' 


charges of the misuse of flags of truce 
is commented upon as impertinent and 
ridiculous; and Lord Roberts' course in 
closing a useless discussion, is com- 
E'.iaii^ed as wise.

Boston, March 21—A special meeting 


of 250 stockholders of the Fitchburg 
railroad was held this noon in Bum- 
stead hall to consider the offer of the 
Boston and Maine to lease the Fitch- 
burg. 


President Codman presided. 
L. S. Dabney-moved the stockholders- 


to approve the lease as present'-';!, 
which, in brief, guarantees 5 per cent 
to preferred and one per cent to the 
common stockholders, agreeing to buy 
the 50,000 shares of common str"k 
owned by the state and. 5000 from pri- 
vate ownership at par on the basis of 
an exchange of the 3 per cent Boston 
and Maine bonds. 


He made a short address, stating 


that all suggestions that had been made 
had been incorporated into the lease 
and he knew of nothing more that 
could be added. 


Charles E. "Ware of Fitchburg sec- 


onded the motion and urged the stock- 
holders to accept the proposition. 


He said the lease had been examinf-0 


by the most experienced railroad law- 
yers and was found to adequately pro- 
tect the interests of the stockholders.

length, when a motion to adjourn until 
tomorrow a.t 11.30 o'clock was carried.

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SEC, ROOTS OBSERVATIONS 


Affairs in Cuba Show Them to 


Be of a Most Satisfactory 


Character 


Washington, March 21.—Secretary of 


tVar Root yesterday consented to talk 
for publication as to existing conditions 
In Cuba, and the possibiHties of the peo- 
ple in the direction of self-government. 
The secretary s opinions are the result 
of his recent observations during his 
recent trip to the .-'land. 


During Mr. Root's trip he visited the 


provinces of Havana, 
Matanzas 
and 


Plnar del Rio, and made it a point to note 
caivfully the condition of the people and 
their industries and to discuss with In- 
dividuals as well as officials in all the 
places at which he stopped on questions 
affecting their Interests. 
His inquiries 


and observations covered a large num- 
ber of subjects, and gave him a fund of 
Information which will be of value to the 
president and to the war department in 
its future dealings with the Cubans. On 
the whole, the secretary expressed him- 
self as satisfied with what he saw. The 
people, he said, appeared to be getting 
along very well, and peace prevailed 
throughout the country. 


Naturally the question of ultimate in- 


dependence of the island came up for 
discussion d"uring the secretary's visit to 
Cuba, but he was not prepared to say 
Just when the United States government 
•would be willing that this should be a 
reality. 
Incidental to this matter, 


•which is uppermost in the Cuban mind, 
ftrc the forma/tive steps that will bring 
it about. 


The first of these, viz., the holding- of 


the municipal elections at an early date, 
•was a subject that Secretary Root dis- 
cussed freely, particularly with the 
United States officials on the island, and 
the arrangements for carrying into effect 
this first step towards an independent 
government were matters into which Mr. 
Root looked very carefully. 


"These elections," said the secretary, 


"will be the Cubans' first effort toward 
popular government. Unaccustomed as 
they are to these chings, they are as the 
fcabe unborn, and have everything to 
learn. 
Tlje whole plan for making ef- 


fective the scheme of municipal suffrage 
has to be very ca ref ully worked out, and 
the people instructed in all the details. 


"This imolves a vast amount of labor 


and takes considerable time, but ulti- 
mately it will be worked out and the 
elections will take place. 
I hardly be- 


lieve, however, that the authorities will 
be quite ready for holding the elections 
by the first of May." 


Secretary Root was not prepared to 


venture an opinion as to just when he 
believed this government would grant 
complete independence to the Cubans. 
The declaration in the joint resolution 
of congress, however, granting them full 
Independence, would, he declared, be car- 
ried out. 
He pointed out how it was 


necessary that the municipal govern- 
ments should be firmly established on a 
working basis, after which attention 
wou.d be given to the selection of a con- 
sut'iiional convention, for the purpose of. 
framing a constitution for the is'and, and 
its adoption by the people. 
Following 


this, and the establishment of a firm 
government in tir.5 island, the secretary 
felt would be time for the formal recog- 
nition of the independence of the au- 
thorities, of the United States. 


Mr. Root made it a feature of his visit 


to talk with the leaders of what has been 
known as the revolutionary element of 
the population, and those who are op- 
posed to annexation to the Ur ited States, 
and he said they were not impatient over 
what were regarded as necessary and 
reasonable delays in the formation of a 
well-established government. 


The secretary said that he believed 


that when a stable and settled policy of 
rule had been established 
the island 


;would have a season of presperity, and 
that outside capital as well as much now 
(there remaining uninvested, because of 
the uncertainty that exists, would find 
Its way into the channels of trade and 
Sericulture.

present delay, which is claimed to be due 
to th» desire of the house bill advo- 
cates to "whip a few doubtful senators 
into line," is more likely to be the result 
of a discovery) ithat it is the other aide 
which has the majority. 


The conferees on the Puerto Rican ap- 


propriation bill have agreed upon a com- 
promise measure. The senate conferees 
receded from the senate amendment, lim- 
iting 'the appropriation to the revenues 
collected on Puertp, Rican importations 
until Jan. 1 last, and restored the clausa 
in the house bill, applying to future rev- 
enues, reading ap follows: 


"Together with any further customs 


revenues collected on importations from 
Puerto Rico since Jan. 1, 1900, or that 
shall hereafter be collected under exist- 
ing law." 


The provision in the senate amendment 


specifying the purpose for which the 
money shall be used is retained, but an 
addition is made declaring specifically 
that it shall be for tb» "aid and relief" 
of the Puerto Ricans. The b^ll as- agreed 
upon reads as follows: 


"That the sum of $27095,455, being the 


amount of customs revenue received on 
importations by the United States from 
Puerto Rico since the evacuation of 
Puerto Rico by the Spanish forces on 
the 18th day of October, 1898, to the 1st 
of January, 1900, together with any fur- 
ther customs revenue collected on im- 
portations from Puerto Rico since the 
1st of January, 1900, or that shall here- 
after be collected under existing law, 
shall be placed at- the disposal of the 
president, to be used'for the government 
now existing and which may hereafter 
be established in Puerto Rico and for the 
aid and relief of the people thereof and 
for public education, public works and 
other governmental and public purposes 
therein until otherwise provided bylaw; 
and the revenues herein referred to, al- 
ready collected and to be collected under 
existing law, are hereby appropriated 
for the purposes herein specified, out of 
any moneys in the 'treasury not other- 
wise appropriated." 


Discussion of the Puerto Rican gov- 


ernment and tariff bill was resumed In 
the senate yesterday, Mr. Morgan of 
Alabama presenting a speech dealing 
with some of the constitutional phases 
of the measure. He maintained that, as 
the treaty of Paris was the supreme law 
of the land, it was impossible for the 
United States to abandon either Puerto 
Rico or the Philippines. 
He held, also, 


that the constitution eStended, to a cer- 
tain extent, at least, over the acquired 
territory, and that the inhabitants of 
Puerto Rioo were citizens of the United 
States. 


The house entered upon the considera- 


tion of the Loud bill to restrict the char- 
acter of publications entitled to the 
1-cent-per-pound rate as second class 
matter. 
The bill has been before con- 


gress for several years. 
Mr. Loud de- 


fended the bill in a lengthy speech. 


Before the bill was taken up, Mr. Sul- 


zer delivered a denunciation of the ad- 
ministration in connection with his reso- 
lution of inquiry, calling upon the war 
dppartment for information as to what 
fortifications Great Britain was erecting 
on the Canadian borders. 


The committee on military affairs sub- 


mitted a reply to Adjutant 
General 


Corbin, saying such information was 
secret, but that Great Britain was erect- 
ing no works which threatened our 
rights. 


Mr. Sulzer charged that the adminis- 


tration did nothing without the consent 
of Downing street; that the recent ac- 
tion of Secretary Hay was taken upon 
the request of Lord Salisbury, and de- 
feated a concert of the European powers 
to intervene in South Africa, and charg- 
ing generally that the English 
were 


erecting 
fortifications along the Can- 


adian border that menaced the peace and 
welfare of this country- 


The committee's motion to lay the 


resolution on the table was carried—94 
to 83. Thereupon Mr. Sulzer demanded 
the yeas and nays, which were ordered. 
The resolution was laid on the table, 110 
to 97.

bf $200,000. Log&n carried his deal a 
irifle too far and became involved. 
Naturally he turned to his friend Lei- 
,ter for assistance. Just as naturally 
iLeiter, who was much shorter of funds 
•than any one knew, turned to his old 
friend John W. Gates for a temporary 
;Joan. Leiter made out his check for 
$100,000, which he gave to Mr. Gates, 
B.t the same time requesting that it be 
(beld for a few days. 


John W. Gates had not lived 55 


years, much of the time in Chicago, for 
nothing. He knew that Joseph Leiter 
twould not request him to hold his 
pheck unless there was good reason for 
It. He also knew that a man carrying 
6uch a load of wheat as Mr. Leiter had 
(shouldered had need of a large amount 
bf ready money. The algebraic equa- 
ition was easy. Moreover, Mr. Gates 
knew that he was amply protected in 
(regard to the check, as the father of 
Ooseph would never see the name of

a conference d*wn in Lasalle street 
(Gates took his check to P. A. Armour, 
twho looked at it and smiled until 
fwrinkles formed double bridges be- 
itween his eyes and his mouth'.

The Coleiuan museum, which is situat- 
ed on the second floor of the main 
building, Is at prebent overcrowded, 
hence the northwest drawing room has 
been converted Into a receptacle lor 
this overflow collection. A like collec- 
tion, presented by the Jesuits to the 
government, is now being prepared to 
be transferred to the go^ eriiuu-ut. It 
is in the course of cataloguing, a< cord- 
lag to scientific methods, and will bo 
placed in the National museum, whi'ie 
it will be open to the public at an early 
date. 


The corals are' some of the rarest 


specimens ever shown in the United 
States. 
Perhaps the most beautiful 


piece and one which is peculiar to the 
Philippine Islands Is a variety known 
as the imperialis. It is as white as 
snow and resembles tiny feathers. So 
fine is the substance of this stone that 
at first sight it Is difficult to believe 
that its texture is not soft and downy. 
Like many others in the collection, this 
Btoue comes from Mindanao, whlfh the 
Jesuit fathers say is one of the richest 
localities In the islands and, in fact, in 
the world, for here are found not only 
precious stones and minerals, but some 
of the finest pearls in the world. 


Another exquisite coral is of do:ve 


colored gray, with here and there little 
rifts of a soft olive green. 
A still 


more beautiful piece is a large cluster 
of white and pale salmon pink. This, 
like the pure white, has a feathery ap- 
pearance and is created with tiny star 
shaped flowers which glisten like gems. 
A unique variety is that which resem- 
bles bunches of many tiny corncobs 
and which is true to nature not only in 
color, but each particle of the husk is 
plainly visible. The dark brown and 
white Is perhaps the largest specimen 
In the United States, as also is the 
mouse colored gray. 
One specimen 


bears a startling resemblance to a 
large hornets' nest. Attached to it is a 
large petrified sponge. Clinging to the 
sides of this nest are many little flower 
Bhaped particles. 


Especially interesting is a petrified 


miniature tree, gnarled and knotted, 
proof of its age. 
This fossil Is not 


more than three feet In height, includ- 
ing the rock on which it originally 
grew. The daintiest and perhaps the 
rarest coral in the collection is of 
white, tipped with pale pink and blue. 
These colored points stand out from 
the base, which is pure white. 


Aspergillum, known as Venus' flower 


basket, is the most superb of all these 
treasures. It is appropriately named, 
and one might well imagine the god- 
dess of beauty bearing her sea flowers 
In this dainty basket. The fibers are 
so delicately interwoven as to resem- 
ble the finest lace. Few of these speci- 
mens are in existence, and they are to 
be found only on the coast of Cebu. 
Their shipment to America required 
the greatest care, so fragile is this lit- 
tle gem. 


The museum has also a collection of 


minerals from the Philippine archi- 
pelago, many ^of which bear witness to 
the great wealth to be found in the 
Islands. It includes almost every va- 
riety of minerals. The opals from the 
Philippines are especially beautiful, 
reflecting all the rainbow hues pecul- 
iar to the best varieties of this gem. 


In another case in the room are ex- 


hibited a large number of extraordi- 
nary and valuable shells. These repre- 
sent all colors from jet black to every 
ehade of rose and from violet to purest 
•white. The multiplicity of these beau- 
tiful shells would seem to open a new 
Industry in the far east. Much of the 
expensive pearl mosaic work which is 
sought after so In Venice and Vienna 
la made from the material furnished 
by these shells. One of the largest flat 
surfaced shells resembles the mother 
of pearl, excepting that it Is finer and 
more opalescent. 
The largest shell in 


the case is about two feet long and is 
perfect in detail from tip to tip and is 
in the shape of a hunting horn. It is 
ot a highly polished surface. 
At the 


larger end It is of a rich rose color, 
shading In Its spirals to delicate pink, 
pale lavender and deep violet at the 
pointed end. 
It bas no crusted sur- 


face, being entirely transparent. This 
is perhaps one of the rarest shells In 
existence. There are also many gnarl- 
ed, pointed, crooked and thorny shells 
In the group, which, with the minerals, 
completes one of the most perfect col- 
lections of the kind in the United 
States.

Is taxed \vitli stienuoufc efforts to think 
of ?ome ne>s food 01 combination of 
fi.ods ti at may tempt the appetite—or 
o1 er-come the -\\ant of appetite—of the 
I'ttl1 sufferer, whose only hope of re- 
cove^y lies in wise nutrition. The body,— 
often the weakest part of the mother— 
Is worn out with her endeavors to pre- 
pare this food, to accomplish that re- 
sult that vull amuse or benefit the wee 
Invalid. 


Certain diseases of children a/re less 


dangerous in their active period than in 
their sequelae The worst risks of an 
ordinary case of mpasles or of scarlet 
fever do not show themselves when the 
disorder is at its height, but -when des- 
quamation has set in and even a trifling- 
neglect may mean impaired sight or 
hearing or kidney trouble. The saddest 
effects 
of cerebro-spmal meningitis 


come, if the child have the stamina to 
pull through at all, when the terrible 
disease has run its course, not while the 
child lies convulsed in its cruel hold. 
Lung trouble, whooping cough, sharp 
intestinal disturbances, are all to be 
dreaded for the condition in which they 
may leave their victim quite as much 
as for the immediate peril to which they 
subject him. In many cases even the 
fondest ana most watchful care can not 
avert after weakness. All it can do, if 
the child continues to droop and is ner- 
vous and anemic, is to aid nature to re- 
Invigorate the weakened forces and 
slowly and patiently to res-tore the in- 
valid to a normal condition of health and 
spirits. There should be no such word 
as fail in. the mother's lexicon. Great 
are the recuperative powers of a young 
child, and there are marvelous instances 
where tender vigilance and wise nutri- 
tion have brought a. little one back from 
the very gates of the grave. 


A Aandition of anemia and debility re- 


quires particular dietetic treatment The 
food must be nutritious and it must be 
easily digested. The watery condition 
of the blood pecvhar to anemia has an 
unfortunate effect upon the digestion, 
which is unable to show its normal vig- 
or in disposing of food. The common 
rule in nourishing sick people—of feed- 
ing them often and in small quantities, 
applies here, as elsewhere. 
Milk, of 


course, is of the first importance, and 
may be varied by cream, diluted with 
an equal quantity of hot water, and fur- 
ther modified by a tiny pinch of bi-car- 
honate of soda.

FISH AU GRATTN. 


Cut or flake your fish into small pieces. 


Make a sauce of a ta'blespoonful each, of 
butter and browned flour, cooked until 
they bubble, and'a oup of'the liquor in. j 
which the fish was boiled or a cup of 
oyster liquor or of'very weak stock; (p. 
any kind. Color the sauce a good brown, 
and at the same time season it by the. 
addition of a little kitchen bouquet and 
a suspicion of mushroom catsup or a 
good table sauce. Put the pieces of fish 
into this, salt and pepper to taste, and 
let all get hot together. Fill scallop 
shells with 
the mixture, 
sprinkle 


browned crumbs over the top, dot with 
bits of butter, and bake in a quick oven 
until brown and crisp. 


SCALLOPED FISH. 


Make a white sauce by cooking to- 


gether a. tablespoonful of butter and one 
of flour and a cupful of milk until they 
are thick and smooth. Season to taste. 
Put a. layer of the flaked fish into the 
bottom of a pudding dish, moisten it 
with HIP sauce and proceed with alter- 
nate layers of the fish and sauce urt 1 
tne ul=h is full. For the top strew -with 
bread crumbs, and put bits of butter 
here and there. Bake covered for fif- 
teen minutes in a steady oven, uncover 
and brown. Pass sliced lemon with this, 


FISH AND OYSTER SCALLOP. 


Make a sauce as directed in the pre- 


ceding recipe, but have the liquid half 
oyster liquoi and half milk. Have also 
a solid half pint of oysters. Proceed as 
with the |»lain scallop, but put two or 
three oysters in each layer of the fish 
and moisten with the sauce. Crumb anS 
bake in the sajne manner as with the 
other. 


FISH AND TOMATO SCALLOP. 
Make this as you do the plain scallop, 


but alternate the layers of fish with 
others of tomato, drained from the can, 
and chopped fine so that there are no 
lumps left. Put in here and there a 
pinch of finely minced onion or a few- 
drop of onion juice. Be very careful not 
to have it too strong. Moisten with the 
liquor from ths tomatoes, wade into a 
sauce with a tablespoonful each of but- 
ter and flour, as directed in the recipe 
for white saus». Bake like the plain 
scallop. 


FISH 4NB POTATO. 


Flake two cupfuls of fish and for thig 


amount allow a c;tpful of mashed potato. 
Put into a frying- pan. a tablespoonful of 
butter and half an onion sliced fine. 
Brown this and add to it a half cup of 
boiling water and a teaspoonfui of goocj 
table sauce or tomato catsup. Put' ther 
fish into this and stir it until It is hot 
through. 
It should be soft enoujrh to 


run, and if it aeems inclined.to stiffen too 
much, boiling water should be aflfled 
until it is brought to the deairefl con- 
sistency. Serve smoking hot on strips 
of toast from which the crust has been 
trimmed. 


CREAMED tffSH WITH EOOS. 


This is one of the ways already m«n 


tioned in which a little fish may be rn-ada 
to go further than, would seem at first 
possible by the addition of effgs. If you 
have only a cup of fish, boil hard three 
eggs. Make a cup of white sauce by the 
directions already given, stir the fish 
end the hard-boiled eggs, chopped fine, 
into this. Let it g«t very hot over the 
stove, and season to taste. If the dish 
must be made to stretch still further, 
poach two or three eggs and after tha 
fish is turned out on a hot platter, lay 
the poached eg-gs on top of the fish. 


It may be said that the cost oC Uis 


eggs will make the dish as expensive as 
a dish of fresh fish. This may be true, 
although there is room for doubt in the 
matter. But it will in any event net 
only use up the left over but make a 
variety and an appetizing dish. Expor.sa 
is not the only thing to be considered in 
catering for the home table. 


COCOANUT SAUCE. 


Mix a half cup of grated cocoanut with 


two tablespoonfuls of butter, one cup of 
sugar, one tablespoonful of flour and the 
milk of one cocoanut. 


THE ROYAL BOX.

The senator's election last 
fall was not a triumphant entry to the 
senate on a flower-strewn nath, and 
from some of its incidents he got the 
suggestion that it would be well to 
pass a law looking to the restraint of 
critical newspapers. So he devised a. 
measure providing punishment by fine 
of the newspaper editors who might 
stretch the truth a little in the heat 
of political campaigns.

wanted candidates for office to have 
snecial protection by law, and his bill 
was so constructed that the newspaper 
man was forced to fall back on the 
person, from, whom he sot the informa- 
tion that he published as facts.

SO.7IE LIBRARY QUESTIONS 


As the slip states, "with a, view to en- 


abling- our libraries to come nearer to 
the needs and wishes of the people in 
their selection of bocks, the western 
Massachusetts library club is making 
an inquiry as to what influences read- 
ers most in the choice of tho books 
which they take out."

adopted of making the inquiry is to 
Bend to public libraries a number of 
slips bearing printed questions, the 
slips to be distributed to the patrons 
of the libraries' who are expected to 
affix marks in answers to the questions 
and to return the slips to libraries 
issuing them. Those having little or 
no understanding of "the relation of 
the library to the people will not see 
much use for the asking of the simple 
questions. But they have an important 
bearing on practical library work. The 
questions in the main relate to how the 
reader comes to select the book—whe- 
ther from the catalogue, from a list 
of new books, from the library shelves, 
from 
books set out in the 
delivery 


room, from, a notice fit 
the 
books, 


through 
tho recommendation of a 


friond or the recommendation of the 
librarian. 
A fairly large number of 


answers to these questions should very 
clearly indicate the way in which a 
great many, if not a majority, of read- 
frs got introduced to books 
Having 


that information, libraries should be 
ablr- to tin as valuable work in getting 
the better class of books Into a larjjer 
number of hands, by simply taking ad- 
vantage- nf the agencies which do the 
most to rail the- attention of the people 
to books-. Everybody In North Adams 
who happens to get a library sll"> 
should answer the questions. Those 
who do not hapaen to get them should 
ask for them at the library.

kept on a dry, sandy or gravelly soil. 


There is nothing so fruitful of disease 


among chickens as damp or unclean quar- 
ters. 


Fowls should not be killed when they 


have a full crop, for as soon as they are 
dead the flesh turns blue and dark imme- 
diately over the crop. 


Throwing soft feed upon the ground is 


poor economy. Troughs or smooth boards 
cost little and are not only much cleaner, 
but avoid waste of feed. 


Young chickens will eat wheat when 


2 weeks old, and, as it is one of the very 
best grains that can be given for growth, 
It is quite an item to feed them iiberally 
With it. 


In mating always endeavor to use ac- 


tive, vigorous cocks. Do not select the 
largest and heaviest. 
Sacrifice points 


for vigor. Mate 1-year-old cocks with 
2-year-old hens. 


The best turkeys for breeding are those 


2 years old. If yearling stock be used, 
the earliest hatched males and females 
should be selected. It is of no advantage 
to hatch them too early.

Her mother was present when she died, 
but it was so sudden that nothing could 
be done for her. 


She lived alone with her mother, but 


has three brothers living elsewhere.

He must be

the first two weeks in June, but in 
order to dispatch the necessary pre- 
liminary work application for em- 
ployment must be filed soon. 


The communications close with the 


following: "In case a sufflciant num- 
ber of fit residents of your city cannot 
be found for the work, I shall be 
obliged to appoint non-residents. But 
I do not anticipate this contingency, if 
it becomes generally known that the 
places are open."

True Story of HOTT He Gave Colonel* 


Coiisl» and Pnget Iiiipoaaible Taaka 
and Ordered Them Home When 
They Hefn»ed to Obey Hln Order*. 
PttKel'n Brave Offer. 
The Outlook of London published re- 


cently under the heading "Lord Me- 
thuen and Hts Colonels; a Case For 
luquiry," what appears to be the first 
authoritative statement of the Internal 
friction which occurred at Modder 
river in the early part of the campaign 
and was responsible for the frequently 
circulated rumor that Methuen was to 
be recalled. The account Is furnished 
to The Outlook by an unnaroed corre- 
spondent, who writes: 


"Now that the military stress and 


anxiety of two months ago have been 
In a measure removed it may be as 
well to give a precis of what passed 
between Lord Methuen and Colonel 
Bloornfleld Gough after the first en- 
gagement in which they both took part 
and also to refer to the subsequent dis- 
agreement between Lord Methuen and 
Colonel Arthur Paget. 


"When the horses of the Nluth lan- 


cers were jaded and the men complete- 
ly exhausted after many hours' fight- 
ing, 
Lord Methuen ordered them to 


charge an absolutely Impregnable po- 
sition. Colonel Gough sent a respect- 
ful refusal. 
Lord Methuen then rode 


up to 'the head of his regiment and se- 
verely rebuked him. 
Colonel Gough 


again pointed out the impossibility of 
executing the order, and Lord Methu- 
en left the reginicut after uttering re- 
marks which made the ears of every 
man sting. 


"Early next morning, it is said, Lord 


Methuen sent a note to Colonel Gough 
to this effect: 


"My Dear Colonel— Please come over to ray quar- 


ters as quickly as you can. 1 wish you to spend 
the daj with me. 


"Colonel Gough was able to perceive 


the sun at noonday. He answered: 


"My Dear General — I quite see your meaning, 


and as 1 must decline to leave my regiment 
please let me know whether you \vish to put me 
under airtst or vteicther you would prefer that I 
should rut urn to fcngland. 


"Lord Methuen replied, thanking 'My 


Dear Colonel' for his perspicacity and 
indicating that Colonel Gough had best 
return home. 


"Before Colonel Gough left— for he 


had to kick his heels about camp for 
over 24 hours ere he could get away— 
Lord Methueu sent for him and with a 
gleam of the old Paul Methuen, whom 
so many loved, admired and liked, 
said: 
'Gtjedby, 
Gough. 
Remember 


there's no stain on your military repu- 
tation.' 


"Colonel Gough returned to England, 


nominally on sick leave. 
He at once 


sought the authorities at the war of- 
fice, laid the facts before them and de- 
manded a court martial. This had to 
be refused because of the impossibility 
of recalling Lord Methuen for the pur- 
pose of giving evidence. 
When Lord 


Roberts wn's appointed commander in 
chief of the forces in South Africa, 
Colonel Gough hnd a long interview 
with him before his departure and gave 
him a written statement of his case. 
Lord Roberts promised to Inquire into 
the matter on the first opportunity. 
and several of the most experienced 
English officers have expressed the be- 
lief that Colonel Gough will shortly 
leave for the Cnpe and resume his post 
at the head of his regiment. 


"Three days after his dispute with 


Colonel Gough Lord Methuen gave an 
order to the Scois guards which their 
commanding officer. Colonel Arthur 
Paget, declared it was Impossible to 
execute. 
He absolutely refused need- 


lessly to sacrifice his men In a vain 
effort to take an impregnable kopje. 
However, he told Lord Methuen that 
he would himself walk up to the posi- 
tion and be shot. Lord Methuen de- 
clined to allow this, but told him he 
must go back to England. _ Colonel A,r- 
thur Paget declined point blank to 
leave his men except upon the Instruc- 
tions of Sir Rcdvers Buller, and he 
\vrote to the latter to the same effect. 
Sir Kcdvers Buller is reported to have 
written in reply that he hoped that by 
the lime his answer was received the 
two okl brother officers would have 
forgotten their differences. There the 
matter 
ended, and Colonel Arthur 


Paget is still at the head of his men. 


"It is no one's object to* endeavor to 


injtist so fine a fellow as Lord Metbu- 
en, but merely to clear those whom his 
actions Ifave placed under a shadow. 
It is superfluous, therefore, to defend 
the Highland brigade against the as- 
persion alleged to have been made 
upon them by 'Lord Methuen. No one 
was ever likely to tako Lord Methuon 
seriously in such a charge, and Lord 
Roberts' first action at the Modder 
was to salve the feelings of the bri- 
gade, which, as he said, had 'made 
him.' "

mixed up In the row with Methuen hnd 
not been previously published In Lon-

HIGHWAY FROM SEA'TO'SEA. 


American Automobile Club to Urffe a 


Iload From Atlantic to Pacific. 


Once more the plan of a national 


highway from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific has been revived, this time by 
owners of automobiles. The Automo- 
bile Club of America, which has 200 
members, 150 of whom live iu Nc%v 
York city, Is taking active steps to 
popularize the movement for a good 
road from sea to sea. 


A commission of enthusiastic auto- 


mobilists has been appointed, among 
Its members being General Nelson A. 
Miles, Colonel 1'etor S. Mitchie and 
Professor Samuel E. Tillmau of the 
United States Military academy arid 
Major Richard L. Soxie of the engineer 
corps, U. S. A. This commission will 
hold its first meeting at the Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel April 2, and the move- 
ment will be formally launched at a 
dinner In honor of General Miles, says 
the New York World. 


Among the speakers will be General 


Roy Stone, head of the department of 
road inquiry imtler the department of 
agriculture, who has expressed 
his 


sympathy with the movement. 
Auto- 


mobilists intend that the highway 
shall be built independent of existing 
roads and the expense borne by the 
United States, aided by states through 
which the road will pass. 


George L. Chamberlin, president of 


the Automobile Club of America, said 
the other clay: 


"We have every hope that this mat- 


ter will be put through, but it will take 
time. We seek the aid of all who are 
in favor of good roads. The advantage 
to the country of such a magnificent 
main artery cannot be overestimated. 
The highway would be a great incen- 
tive to good road building by the 
states, not as an object lesson merely, 
but they would all wish to build roads 
leading into it."

WU TALKS ABOUT TEA. ,] 


Chinese Minister Tells How It I« 


Brewed In the Celestial Empire. 
His excellency Wu Ting Fang, minis- 


ter from China, talked the other day 
with a reporter of the New York World 
on the art of brewing the cup that 
cheers and inebriates not as practiced 
in the Celestial-empire. He said: 


"Let us first consider the teapot it- 


self. It is invariably of porcelain and 
varies in style and dimensions. It is, 
as you say, constantly 'in commission.' 
In the morning a sufficient quantity 
of the dry leaves is placed in it, and 
on this Is poured hot water. Let this 
infusion stand for a few minutes—say 
four or five—and you have what we. 
I think rightly, regard as a drink fit 
for the gods. 


"It is always ready. 
Whenever the 


pot needs replenishing all we have to 
do Is to ndd n little more tea aud a 
little more water. There is no bard 
and fast rule as to the proportions of 
tea and water or as to the character 
of the tea itself. It !s .all a matter of 
Individual taste. 
We use black or 


green tea nnd have it either weak or 
strong, just as our tastes direct We 
never drink it boiling hot, as is done 
in America and England, but at a 
moderate degree of warmth. 


"We would regard with horror the 


suggestion that we should add any- 
thing to the contents of our teapots 
beyond hot water and tea. A cultured 
taste revolts from the thought. The 
Idea, of milk and sugar is almost aa 
bad."

Solid Maaonry Strnoture Will Be 


Over 3.COO Peet Lone. 
' 


The Pennsylvania Railroad company 


has awarded contracts for tbe con- 
struction of what is expected to be the 
largsst solid masonry bridge in the 
world at a cost of at least $1,000,000. 


The new bridge will span the Susque- 


hanna river at Havre de Grace on the 
main line between Baltimore and Phil- 
adelphia and'will replace the present 


j structure, says tbe New York Times. 


It will have 48 solid masonry arches of 


, cut stone, each of which will be 72 feet 
| in the clear and giving a total length 


when completed of between 3,600 and 
8,700 feet The width will be sufficient 
for thrpp tracks. It will take several 
years to finish the work, but an effort 
will be made to construct 16 of the 
arches before next winter. 


The Iron structure which will be re- 


placed was built in 1S73, and though 
strong 
enough to withstand heavy 


trains eventually it would have to be 
renewed, and the management decided 
that tbe work should begin at once.

Bvrnt Record of Miiuil S, the Pet •! 


Vanilt>rb;:t and Oouner. 


At the age of 20, which Is equivalent 


to 75 In a humati being, the queen of 
the trotting turf passed away, says tha 
New York Journal. 
Lijse many of our 


equine aristocracy, Maud S was bred 
in the blue grass region of Kentucky^ 
Beautiful Woodburn farm, at Spring 
Station, was her birthplace. Her sire 
was the celebrated stallion Harold and 
her darn Miss Russell, the daughter 
of Pilot, Jr. 


When Maud S was 2 years old, she 


was sold by A. J. Alexander, who bred 
her, to Mrs. Burgher of Cincinnati. 
Captain George H. Stone got posses- 
sion of the mare soon after and named 
her Maud S, after his daughter. Maud 
8 first displayed speed In her third 
year, when she trotted a mile In 2:40 
over the half mile track at Cincinnati. 
In the following year she made a 
mark of 2:17% at Lexington. This was 
considered a remarkable performance. 
It attracted the attention of William 
H. Vanderbilt, who purchased 
the 


mare from Mr. Stone for $20,000. 


The millionaire did not intend to race 


the beautiful chestnut mare, but at the 
earnest request of th'e public he per- 
mitted her to start a few times. One 
of these^ races took places at Chicago 


I in 1880, when she defeated Trinket and 


established a,mark of 2:13^. 


On Sept. IS of the same year she 


turned a mile In 2:10%. This feat gave 
her a wide reputation, and she became 
as famous as Vanderbilt himself. In 
fact, the millionaire actually became 
jealous of his horse, because when he 
drove her on the road people would 
say "There goes Maud S" instead of 
"There goes Mr. Vanderbilt."

believed to be the real reason for his 
selling the horse in 1884 to Robert Bon- 
nen for $40,000. Mr. Bonner took the
